In  concluding  their  report,  the  Selectmen  desire  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  tax-payers  of  the  town  to  the  town  debt,  which,  as 
shown  elsewhere  in  this  report,  is  now  only  $6,081.05.  Moreover, 
consider  the  fact  that  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town,  as  enumer- 


^5 

ated  on  another  page,  were  given  to  the  town  in  trust  on  condition 
that  the  interest  accruing  on  the  same  be  expended  by  the  town 
for  the  purposes  specified,  and  therefore,  strictly  speaking,  are  not 
an  actual  debt.  These  funds  now  amount  to  the  sum  of  ^3,756.86, 
and  are  included  in  the  figures  which  represent  the  debt  of  the 
town.  Deducting  this  sum  we  find  that  the  actual  debt  is  only 
^2,324.19.  In  view  of  this,  we  think  it  would  be  wise  for  the 
town  to  cut  down  the  appropriation  this  year,  and  thus  ease  up  a 
little  on  the  pockets  of  the  tax-payers.

Report  of  the  Board  of   Health. 


To    THE    Selectmen    and    iNHABrrANTS   of   the   Town   of    Ep- 
PiNG,  N.    H.  : — 

In  accordance  with  custom,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Epping,  herewith  submit  a  report 
of  their  doings  for  the  year,  together  with  a  list  of  the  number  and 
character  of  the  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  Board. 

The  general,  every-day  duties  of  the  Health  Officer  increase 
from  year  to  year,  and  at  each  successive  gathering  of  the  legisla- 
ture new  responsibilities  are  added,  so  that  while  there  seems 
little  work  to  be  done  in  the  absence  of  contagion,  yet  to  a  busy 
man  there  seems  scarce  time  enough  to  fill  in  and  find  time  prop- 
erly to  do  all  the  things  the  Board  are  supposed  to  do,  in  a  satis- 
factory manner.  Physicians,  nurses,  and  plain,  every-day  citizens, 
do  not  apparently  keep  posted  as  to  their  duties  to  the  Common- 
wealth in  a  sanitary  way.  Tuberculous  persons  are  not  often 
enough  reported  in  early  stages,  so  that  proper  measurers  can  be 
taken  and  advice  given,  looking  toward  the  suppression  and  elimi- 
nation of  this  dreaded  disease. 

People  are  careless  of  their  sanitary  surroundings  until  some 
loved  one  is  stricken  with  typhoid,  diphtheria  or  other  possibly 
fatal,  always  fearful,  disease.  Why  not  come  to  the  Health  Board 
when  you  are  well  for  advice  and  inspection  instead  of  waiting 
until  it  may  be  too  late  to  save  your  loved  one's  lives  or  from  that 
suffering  you  have  seen  so  much  of. 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  Health  Officers  to  aid  in  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  to  protect  the  well  from  those  whose 
near  presence  may  be  a  menace  to  any  who  may  come  in  contact 
with  them.  The  physician  who  keeps  his  families  well  is  deserving 
of  as  much  or  more  praise  and  certainly  of  as  large  a  fee  as  the 
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one  who  simply  helps  his  sick  patient  to  'again  take  his  place 
among  the  workers. 

The  wise  man  takes  his  lesson  to  heart  wherever  he  finds  it, 
whether  from  experience,  or  culled  from  the  dry  and  often  dog- 
matic papers  of  a  public  official's  report. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  8  cases  of  measles,  6  of 
typhoid  fever,  3  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  and  2  of  scarlet 
fever.

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ATTENDANCE. 

An  examination  of  the  foregoing  figures  will  convince  any  one 
that  the  schools  of  Epping  are  falling  far  short  in  results  of  what 
ought  to  be  achieved.  With  an  average  daily  absence  of  more 
than  one-eighth  of  the  pupils,  and  with  an  average  of  three  and 
one-half  tardinesses  for  every  pupil  of  the  membership,  no  expert 
opinion  is  needed  to  show  that  your  schools  do  not  belong  to  the 
highest  class.  Every  absence  and  every  tardiness  encouraged  or 
permitted  by  parents  except  in  case  of  necessity,  forms  part  of  a 
training  to  bad  habits.  Moreover,  the  whole  class  suffers  by  inter- 
ruption of  its  work  by  every  irregular  pupil.  While  parents  are 
primarily  at  fault,  teachers  cannot  shed  responsibility. 

"As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school,"  applies  with  peculiar  force 
to  the  matter  of  attendance.  To  the  teacher  falls  the  duty  of 
molding  and  guiding  public  opinion  in  the  school,  and  through  the 
pupils  of  influencing  opinion  in  the  homes.  The  best  results  can 
come  only  through  the  co-operation  of  these  two  forces,  the  home 
and  the  school. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  laws  of  the  State  are  inserted 
for  the  dissemination  of  useful  information  : 

PUBLIC    STATUTES,    CHAPTER    93. 

"Section  io.  No  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  be 
employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment.  No  child  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing 
establishment,  or  in  any  mechanical,  mercantile,  or  other  employ- 
ment during  the  time  in  which  the  public  schools  are  in  session 
in  the  district  in  which  he  resides. 

"Sect.  ii.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be 
employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  or  in  any  mechani- 
cal, mercantile,  or  other  employment  during  the  time  in  which  the 
public  schools  are  in  session  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides, 
without  first  presenting  a  statement  of  his  age  from  his  parent  or 
guardian,  sworn  to  before  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  if 
there  is  no  superintendent  of  schools,  before  some  person  author- 
ized by  the  school  board  of  the  district  in  which  such  child  is 
employed. 
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"  And  no  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  employed 
as  aforesaid  during  the  time  in  which  the  public  schools  are  in 
session  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides  without  first  presenting  a 
certificate  from  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  if  there  is  no 
superintendent  of  schools,  some  person  authorized  by  the  school 
board,  that  such  child  can  read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language.  And  any  superintendent  of 
schools  or  person  authorized  by  the  school  board  who  certifies 
falsely  as  to  matters  prescribed  by  this  section  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

"Sect.  13.  If  any  owner,  agent,  superintendent,  or  overseer  of 
a  manufacturing,  mechanical,  or  mercantile  establishment  or  any 
other  person  shall  employ  any  child  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  either  of  the  three  preceding  sections,  he  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  for  the  use  or  the  district." 

"  Sect.  14.  Every  person  having  the  custody  and  control  of  a 
child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  or  of  a  child 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write 
legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  residing  in  a 
school  district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught,  shall 
cause  such  child  to  attend  the  public  school  all  the  time  such 
school  is  in  session,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the  school 
board  of  the  district  because  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is 
such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period  re- 
quired, or  because  he  was  instructed  in  the  English  language  in  a 
private  school  approved  by  the  school  board  for  a  number  of 
weeks  equal  to  that  in  which  the  public  school  was  in  session  in 
the  common  English  branches,  or,  having  acquired  those  branches, 
in  other  more  advanced  studies.  Any  person  who  does  not  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars 
for  the  first  offense  and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense, 
for  the  use  of  the  district." 

Section  6  of  the  same  chapter  authorizes  districts  to  make  by- 
laws concerning  habitual  truants  and  children  not  attending  school. 
Under  this  authority  the  school  district  of  Epping  adopted  the 
following  at  its  annual  meeting,  March  15,  1902  : 

"Any  child  in  this  district  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen 
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years,  without  a  regular  and  lawful  occupation,  who  shall,  except 
in  case  of  ill  health,  be  absent  from  school  for  more  than  one  day 
during  the  space  of  any  one  month,  unless  excused  by  the  school 
board,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense." 

Section  7  provides  that  "Any  offender  against  such  by-laws,  upon 
conviction,  may  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  and  to  be  committed 
to  the  industrial  school  until  it  is  paid  or  he  is  otherwise  discharged, 
or  he  may  be  sentenced  to  the  industrial  school  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  one  year." 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  under  Sections  10,  11  and 
13,  of  the  law  quoted  above,  the  parent  has  no  more  legal  right  to 
the  labor  of  his  child  during  school  time  than  any  other  person. 
Section  14  recognizes  no  excuse  for  absence  except  mental  or 
physical  incapacity.  Moreover,  a  pupil  who  is  frequently  tardy  is 
not  attending  "  all  the  time  the  school  is  in  session." 

Two  complaints  have  been  made  under  Section  14  ;  one  resulted 
in  fining  the  parent  for  not  sending  his  boy  to  school  regularly,  in 
the  other  case  the  parent  left  town  suddenly  and  the  warrant 
could  not  be  served.  One  prosecution  with  conviction  has  oc- 
curred under  the  district  by-law.

BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year,  a  heating  system  has  been  installed  in  the 
Academy  building.  Under  proper  care  this  is  destined  to  contrib- 
ute to  the  comfort  of  the  schools.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some 
method  of  ventilation  was  not  combined  with  the  heating.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  heating  apparatus  is  of  sufficient  size  and  power 
to  warm  the  primary  building  if  it  were  attached  to  the  Academy 
building.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  idea  of  moving  the  former  is 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  and  investigation.

Care  of  Buildings.  I  urgently  recommend  a  change  in  our 
method  of  caring  for  the  village  school  buildings.  A  competent 
man  should  be  employed  constantly  in  term  time.  Various  duties 
should  be  added  to  those  now  assigned  to  the  janitor,  some  of 
which  are  now  paid  for  as  day  labor,  others  that  have  not  been 
performed.  I  name  some  of  the  work  that  should  fall  upon  a 
permanent  janitor  : 

School  rooms  should  be  heated  to  a  comfortable  temperature 
before  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  morning  and  kept  at  an 
even  temperature  through  the  day. 

Wood  to  be  sawed  and  housed. 

Rooms  to  be  swept  twice  a  week. 

Entries,  stairs,  etc.,  to  be  swept  daily. 

Furniture  to  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  dust. 

Yards  to  be  kept  free  from  rubbish,  litter  and  weeds. 

School-room  floors  to  be  washed  every  vacation. 

Buildings  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  in  the  summer  vacation. 

Outhouses  to  be  kept  neat  and  clean. 

Attend  to  all  ordinary  repairs,  as  setting  glass,  repairing  desks, 
locks,  keys,  hinges,  painting  interior  of  out-buildings. 

The  work  of  the  truant  officer  and  of  the  agent  of  the  school 
board  in  enumerating  school  children  might  be  given  to  the  jani- 
tor as  a  part  of  his  regular  duties.*  I  venture  to  say  that  an  efficient 
man  rhight  be  paid  living  wages  at  a  very  slight  increase  of  expense, 
and  the  district  be  far  better  served. 

Repairs.  All  of  the  school  buildings  are  in  need  of  some  repair- 
ing. The  West  Epping  building  is  in  a  deplorable  condition; 
the  interior  should  be  thoroughly  renovated  and  re-constructed.  A 
dilapidated,  poorly  kept  schoolhouse  always  has  a  demoralizing  in- 
fluence upon  the  morals  and  manners  of  its  occupants,  and  through 
them,  upon  the  whole  community. 

The  blackboards  of  most  of  the  rooms  demand  attention ;  some 
should  be  re-constructed,  some  re-surfaced,  and  others  repaired. 

I  recommend  that  the  district  be  asked  to  make  a  special  appro- 
priation for  repairs,  to  be  expended  by  the  school  board. 
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HIGH    SCHOOL. 

A  High  School  is  not  recognized  as  such  under  the  State  law 
unless  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  as  having  a  course  of  study  and  equipment  reaching 
the  standard  prescribed  by  the  statute. 

The  Superintendent  visited  our  school  last  June,  suggested  some 
changes  in  the  course  and  additions  to  the  equipment,  and  ap- 
proved the  school  for  one  year. 

Pupils  living  in  a  town  which  does  not  maintain  an  approved 
High  School  may  attend  approved  schools  in  other  towns  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  in  which  they  live.  For  this  reason,  if  for  . 
no  other,  it  is  of  great  importance  to  the  town  of  Epping  that  the 
efficiency  of  this  school  be  maintained  so  that  it  may  remain  on 
the  approved  list. 

Miss  Russell,  who  had  served  as  assistant  faithfully  and  accepta- 
bly for  three  years,  resigned  after  re-election,  to  accept  a  more 
lucrative  position  in  Sanborn  Seminary,  Kingston.  The  vacancy 
was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Alice  E.  Wyman,  a  graduate  of 
Bates  College,  with  some  experience  as  a  teacher. 

NON-RESIDENT    PUPILS. 

Our  schools  are  becoming  attractive  to  pupils  of  neighboring 
towns,  and  as  they  improve  in  efficiency  we  may  expect  that  they 
will  draw  more  pupils.  We  have  at  the  present  time  one  from 
Fremont  and  five  from  Brentwood. 

I  have  collected  for  tuition  fees  since  the  matter  was  committed 
to  my  charge  in  September,  1907,  I76.50,  and  paid  it  into  the 
district  treasury. 

CONVEYANCE    OF    CHILDREN. 

Written  contracts  for  conveyance  of  children  to  and  from  school 
have  been  executed  with  Samuel  D.  Pratt  and  William  W.  Woods. 
George  E.  Stevens,  who  had  furnished  conveyance  for  the  children 
of  Prescott  Road  section,  removed  from  town,  and  was  succeeded 
by  William  S.  Mason.  It  was  believed  that  a  written  contract, 
specifying  the  duties,  would  be  more  likely  to  hold  the  parties  to  a 


strict  performance  of  them,  than  a  mere  verbal  understanding.     I 
regret  that  this  expectation  has  not  been  fully  realized. 

I  suggest  that  all  such  contracts  should  contain  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  any  of  their  provisions. 

SCHOOL    SAVINGS    BANK. 

The  system  of  School  Savings,  inaugurated  in  the  Fall  of  1906, 
has  been  continued  with  satisfactory  results.
